The senate refused to confirm Holm* 
berg’s nom ination and sent his nam e 
back to the agriculture com m ittee for 
the hearing, which was scheduled for 
2 P. M. today. 
The committee is pre­ 
dom inately farmer-laborite. 
F riends of the governor have con­ 
sistently declared th at Olson wishes 
to give an appointm ent 
to 
Johnson, 
who

farmer-laborite. 
Other candidates for the agricultural 
com missionership are L. L. Cornwell 
of Pine Island, a form er banker now- 
engaged in large scale farm ing; A. C. 
Welch of Glencoe, president of the 
Minnesota F arm er-Labor Association; 
and K. A. K irkpatrick, agricultural ex­ 
pert of Hennepin county.

In passing the bill, the senate ruled 
that motorists who had not applied 
for their plates by last night m ust pay 
tines of 25 cents a day for the first four 
days and $1 for each 33 days there­ 
after. 
The m axim um fine will be $5. 
In former years the fine was 25 cents 
a day for the first IO days and $1 a 
m onth from that time until new plates 
were purchased. 
The senate passed the bill late yes 
terday while hundreds of motorists 
were standing in line at the motor 
registration bureau in the state capi­ 
tol. w aiting to get their plates.

extend the time limit until March 14 
was blocked when sponsors failed to 
obtain sufficient votes to pass it under 
suspension of rules.

No bill of general Importance to the 
public has been enacted into laws 
unless $100,000 initial 
appropriation 
bill for payment of salaries to legisla 
tors and legislative employes is con 
sidered as such. 
Gov. 
Olson's 
cam paign to “clean 
house in the state capitol” apparently 
was at an end today with the appoint 
m ent of Mrs. Frederick W. Wittich of 
Minneapolis as budget commissioner. 
Mrs. Wittich's appointment, to suc­ 
ceed A. J. Peterson, was announced 
yesterday by the governor. 
The governor also marie public the 
dismissals of Sam Gordon, state prin 
ter 
for 
14 years; George A, Hayes, 
personnel assistant since 1925, and P, 
R. Waddell, assistant state purcha.* 
ing agent for nine years. 
Of the bills in4roduced nearly 500 
have gone before the house and more 
than 400 before the senate. Committees 
have "killed" about 20 of the measures 
and the tohers, except the ones pass­ 
ed and signed by the governor, are 
aw aiting committee action. 
The situation is little different fiom 
usual legislative procedure. 
It takes 
time for the legislative “mill" to start 
going at anywhere near capacity 
It 
must first have the "grist" for the com­ 
mittees to consider. 
This week promises action on sever­ 
al im portant bills and on various in­ 
vestigations. 
State senate committees are exper t­ 
ed 
to 
start 
investigations of three 
gubernatorial appointm ents 
two made 
by form er Gov. Theodore Christianson 
and one by Gov. Olson. 
As a result of the request of Gov. 
Olson, the senate committee on agri 
culture took up today the question of 
w hether or not to recommend for con­ 
firmation the recess appointment of 
N. J. Holmberg as commissioner of 
agriculture, dairy and food. 
This was the only one of the 22 re­ 
cess appointm ents made by former 
(Jov. Christianson, except for the state 
building commission, to which Gov, 
Olson takes exception, and the lattei 
has not yet made known publicly the 
nature of his objections. While Gov 
Olson stated that he wished to "re 
view” the appointm ent of the seven 
m em bers of the state building com 
mission, created to select the site and 
supervise the construction of the pro 
posed $1,500,000 state office building, 
it was held by the attorney general 
that these appointm ents were not sub­ 
ject to approval by the senate. 
Gov. Olson stated several times d u r­ 
ing last fall’s campaign that, if elect­ 
ed, he would do everything possible 
to assum e erection of the office build­ 
ing on the W abasha St. site instead of 
the University Ave , or ‘backyard’ site, 
as urged by a majority of the building 
commission. His request for opportun­ 
ity 
to 
“review" the appointm ent of 
m embers of this commission is under­ 
stood to mean that he wishes to do 
everything within his power to meet 
the wishes of St. Paul citizens and or­ 
ganizations, as well as to comply with

The house vote 
was 368 to 39, all negative vot«s being 
re publican. 
Senate Majority Leader W atson said 
today he thought

heatings on the hill, but In the same 
bifitth he admitted there I* no chance 
to d e f e a t It. 
The senate might modify 
it, he raid, and he was speaking of 
modifying it downward, but 
Indica­ 
tion* wen- that if it I* modified, It 
would (ie to make its term s still more 
liberal. 
The measure as passed by the house 
Increase* the loan limit on adjusted 
service certificate* to 50 per cent of 
the full matured value and fixes a flat 
four and-n half per cent interest rate 
on certificate loan*. 
"I think there should be hearings be­ 
rm e the finance committee," W atson 
said, 
“No one had ever seen this bill 
before it 
was huntedly voted from 
the house ways and means committee. 
Tho*** who op|M»s*-d it in the house 
had only 20 minutes to discuss it." 
Advocates of the hill in the senate, 
however, have served notice they will 
not permit any hearings. 
They are 
willing to permit Secretary of Treas­ 
ury Mellon to appear Wednesday to 
present his views, a* 
suggested 
by 
Watson, but will consent to no undue 
delay. 
Their intent Ion is to report 
the bill out on that day, with the 
probability of senate ai tion before the 
end of th** week. 
Duting th** last few days, there has 
been a crystallization of sentiment in 
the senate behind the house bill, pos­ 
sibly with a reduction of the Interest 
rat** to four per cent. 
The Idea is to 
puss the bill In Its present form so 
theic will be no occasion for delay. 
Senator Co u re no, republican, Michigan, 
originally an advocate of a cash bonus, 
now is for the house bill with possibly 
a reduction In the interest rate. 
Those who feared delay and a pocket 
veto by President Hoover were reas­ 
sured today by reports the chief execu­ 
tive had no Intention of giving the 
measure a (rocket veto but would aot 
promptly,

The desertion of 214 house republi­ 
cans who joined democrat* In the hi­ 
larious stampede for the bill yesterday 
was the subject of lively gossip about 
th** capitol today.

Only 39 republicans stood by P resi­ 
dent Hoover late yesterday in one o f 
the most starting reversals given ad­ 
m inistration house forces 
in 
years. 
Senate advocates of the bill m et it to­ 
day with every intention of hurrying 
it through, possibly w ith 
an 
even 
greater endorsem ent. 
The house vote 
w as 368 to 39, all negative votes being 
republican. 
Senate M ajority Leader W atson said 
today he thought 
there 
should 
be 
hearings on the bill, but in the sam e 
breath he adm itted there is no chance 
to defeat it. 
The senate m ight m odify 
it, he said, and he w as speaking o f 
m odifying it downward, but 
indica­ 
tions were that if it. is m6difled, It 
would be to m ake its term s still more 
liberal. 
The m easure as passed by the house 
Increases the loan lim it on adjusted 
service certificates to 50 per cent o f 
the full matured value and fixes a flat 
four-and-H-half per cent Interest rate 
on certificate loans. 
“I think there should be hearings be­ 
hn e the finance com m ittee,” W atson 
said. 
“No one had ever seen th is bill 
before it 
w as hurriedly voted from 
the house w ays and m eans com m ittee. 
Those who opposed It In the house 
had only 20 m inutes to discuss it.” 
A dvocates of the bill in the senate, 
however, have served notice they will 
not 
perm it any hearings. 
T hey are 
w illing to perm it Secretary of Treas­ 
ury M ellon to appear W ednesday to 
present his views, as 
suggested 
by 
W atson, but will consent to no undue 
delay. 
T heir intention is to report 
th** bill out on that day, w ith the 
probability of senate action before the 
od of the week. 
During th** last few days, there has 
been a crystallization of sentim ent In 
th** senate behind the house bill, pos­ 
sibly with a reduction of the interest 
rate to four per cent. 
The idea is to 
pass the bill in its present form so 
there will be no occasion for delay. 
Senator Couzens, republican, M ichigan, 
originally an advocate of a cash bonus, 
now is for the house bill w ith possibly 
a reduction in the interest rate. 
Those who feared delay and a pocket 
veto by President H oover were reas­ 
sured today by reports the chief execu­ 
tive had no intention of giving the 
m easure a pocket veto but would aot 
prom ptly, 
thus 
giving 
congress 
a 
chance to pass it. over his veto. 
The desertion of 214 house republi­ 
cans wild joined dem ocrats in the hi­ 
larious stam pede for the bill yesterday 
was the subject of lively gossip about 
th** capitol today. 
It w as discussed in 
connection with the adm inistration’s 
previous firm hold on the house, and 
specifically in connection w ith a pos­ 
sible veto. 
The huge vote for the bill 
generally was taken as proof the house 
would pass the m easure over a veto.

But we have permitted the croakers and the irresponsible 
gossips to charge the air with the poison of falsehoods and base­ 
less rumors, and the air must be purged of the poison.A truce, 
their, tt> the gossips and the mean inventors of wild rumors, for 
these are the public enemies, whether they operate in the pool 
rooms or in the most exclusive clubs. 
America is all right if Americans are not all wrong. But the 
weak, the timid, or the malicious croaker of disaster must In* made 
to understand by the way in which his story is received that he 
is engaged in rather disreputable business. 
This breed of mischief-makers is not unknown to our ex­ 
periences before. We had them in 18711 when they assured us that 
railroad building had wrecked the country, that vast sections the 
roads had tapped would have to lie given back to the wilderness 
again. 
We had them in the depression of 1893 when they told us 
that we had exhausted our markets and thereafter would d eclin e 
in prosperity and trade. 
And America moved on each time to greater heights and 
more abundant prosperity than it had ever know n Itefore. 
American Courage, American Calmness, American Steadi­ 
ness, American Urit, American Common Sense, and tin' co-op­ 
eration of all classes of the people in creating an atmosphere of 
confidence and faith will hasten the day of the restoration of 
prosperity.

T h e B rainerd D ispa t c h has been asked to publish an edi­ 
torial from the Evening World of New York, entitled, “The Pub­ 
lic Enemy of Today” : 
There are far too many people, from business men to labor 
ors, who are giving too eager ear to wild rumors and spitefu 
gossip tending to destroy confidence and create an atmosphere of 
general distrust. 
The victims of vague fear, on the street and in the market 
place, are a menace to the community. 
These are the defeatists that hold back the return of that 
prosperity that cannot but come from the limitless resources of 
the nation. 
They are the terrorists that drive the dollar into hiding when 
it ought to be at work making jobs for the unemployed. 
They are the scarecrows of imaginary disasters, the spread ­ 
ers of rumors having no basis in reality—the carriers of lies. 
They are the feeders of that mob psychology which creates 
the spirit of panic. 
They blind the thoughtless to the very evident soundness of 
our great business enterprises. 
It is the pessimists among business men, who lack the red 
blood of courage, and who are mentally sick with vain imagin­ 
ings who are responsible for the gloom among the less informed. 
The most serious threat to our country today is in the busi­ 
ness man of little faith, whose fears are played upon by the most 
silly gossip which poisons the air with absurd rumors and mean 
and malicious lies. 
These are the public enemies, and in the days of war they 
would be so proclaimed, and in any crisis they are worse than a 
nuisance—they are a menace. 
It is not like Americans "to .shudder at shadows, or to sur­ 
render to fear. The courage, faith, determination, grit and con­ 
fidence that have made them incomparable on the battlefield have 
never been more needed than they are today. 
But we have permitted the croakers and the irresponsible 
gossips to charge the air with the poison of falsehoods and base­ 
less rumors, and the air must be purged of the poison.A truce, 
their, tb thfe gossips and the mean inventors of wild rumors, for 
these are the public enemies, whether they operate in the pool 
rooms or in the most exclusive clubs. 
America is all right if Americans are not all wrong. But the 
weak, the timid, or the malicious croaker of disaster must be made 
to understand by the way in which his story is received that he 
is engaged in rather disreputable business. 
This breed of mischief-makers is not unknown to our ex­ 
periences before. We had them in 187,‘I when they assured us that 
railroad building had wrecked the country, that vast sections the 
roads had tapped would have to be given back to the wilderness 
again. 
We had them in the depression of 189o when they told us 
that we had exhausted our markets and thereafter would decline 
in prosperity and trade. 
And America moved on each time to greater heights and 
more abundant prosperity than it had ever known before. 
American Courage, American Calmness, American Steadi­ 
ness, American Grit, American Common Sense, and the co-op­ 
eration of all classes of the people in creating an atmosphere of 
confidence and faith will hasten the day of the restoration of 
prosperity.
